WARRANT FOR YEAR 2003 TOWN MEETING 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Wentworth, in Grafton County, in the State of New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


TAKE NOTICE AND BE WARNED that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of 
Wentworth, New Hampshire will be held at the Wentworth Town Hall, Eastside Road, 
Wentworth on March 11, 2003, at 11:00 AM to act upon the following subjects: 


The polls will open at 11 AM and close at 7 PM to vote on Article 1 (the election of 
Town Officers) and Article 2. All other articles will be presented, discussed, and acted 
upon beginning at 7 PM. 


_1. Tochoose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


2. To see how the Town will vote on the following question, to be voted on by 
official ballot (majority vote required): 


"Are you in favor of the adoption of the amendment to the Wentworth Floodplain 
Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board, as follows: The amended Ordinance 
will replace the existing Floodplain Ordinance with a new one satisfactory to the 
State of New Hampshire and to the Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA). The adoption of this amendment is necessary in order to continue 
floodplain insurance coverage in Wentworth." The effect of the revision is to add 
definitions for the purpose of clarity and to move the administrative responsibility 
to the Selectmen, but does not expand authority. 


3. (By petition). To see how the Town will vote on the following question: 


"To see if the town will vote to include in the Town Property Insurance 
each year indefinitely", SPORTS ACCIDENT MEDICAL/BASEBALL & 
SOFTBALL coverage for the Little League Baseball Teams at the cost of 
$175/yr not to exceed $500, unless and until the Town shall vote otherwise." 


4. To receive reports from the Selectmen, Clerk, Treasurer, Auditors, Tax 
Collector, and other Town Officers; and to vote on any motion relating to these reports. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of up to $60,000 
for the Purpose of an Engineering Study, Phase I (Hydrogeology Investigation) and 
Phase II (Investigation including survey, drilling and laboratory subcontractors) to 
determine the process and cost for the State Required Landfill Closure in 2003, and to 
authorize the entire amount of up to $60,000 to be transferred for this purpose from the 
December 31, 2002 Fund Balance Surplus and no amount to be raised from new 
taxation. This is a non-lapsing article. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 
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6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $53,634 for the 
maintenance of the Police Department. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $23,083 for the 
maintenance of the Fire Department. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,055 for the 
Planning Board. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,500 for 
Operating expenses for the Warren/Wentworth Ambulance Service. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of up to $50,000 
for the Digital Mapping and to authorize the entire amount of up to $50,000 to be 
transferred for this purpose from the December 31, 2002 Fund Balance Surplus, and no™ 
amount to be raised from new taxation. This is a non-lapsing article. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Highway Garage Capital Reserve 
Fund in accordance with RSA 35:1-c, for the purpose of putting in a well and septic at 
the garage and further to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,500 to be placed in this 
Fund. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 for the 
Purchase of a Ford truck, Model F550 or equivalent, which includes a plow for the 
highway department, and of that amount to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw 
$10,000 from the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund with the remaining 
$40,000 to come from general taxation. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $23,000 for a 
third highway person. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


14. (By petition). To see if the Town will vote to make the Road Agent an elected 
position for a term of one year to take effect with the Town election 2004. The 
Selectmen do not recommend this article. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $231,322 for Town 
highways, lighting, and bridges for the ensuing year. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $311,320 for 
general municipal operations. This amount does not include any amounts contained in — 
any other article. (Majority vote required) The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to have the Annual Town Meeting held in the 
Wentworth School. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $67,000 to be 
placed into the following Capital Reserve Funds: The Selectmen recommend these 
appropriations.

Whereas, New Hampshire residents pay the 12th highest cost of insurance in the 
country; and Whereas, the cost of health insurance premiums for families has 
increased by 45% over the past three years; and Whereas, 100,000 New 
Hampshire residents have no health coverage and 77% of them have a full-time 
worker at home; and Whereas, due to these rising costs almost half of New 
Hampshire's small business cannot afford health coverage for their employees, 
therefore be it resolved That we, the citizens of WENTWORTH, New 
Hampshire, call on our elected officials from all levels of government, and 
those seeking office, to work with consumers, businesses, and health care 
providers to ensure that: 


Everyone, including the self-employed, unemployed, un - and underinsured, and 

small business owners has access to an affordable basic health plan similar to ” 
what federal employees receive; Everyone, including employers, consumers, 

and the state, local and federal government makes a responsible and fair 

contribution to finance the health care system; 


Everyone receives high quality care that is cost efficient and medically 
effective; and 


That these efforts help control the skyrocketing cost of health care. 

The above language represents a resolution signed by the required number of 
WENTWORTH registered voters. We request that this be placed on the 2003 Warrant 
for town consideration. This resolution is non-binding and represents no fiscal impact.

WEBSTER MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
Librarian’s Report 


The library is open on Mondays from 3:00 - 8:00 p.m., Wednesdays from 11:00 a.m. 
to 4:00 p.m., and Saturdays from 10:00 a.m. to noon. The librarian is Nance Masterson. 


Library patrons have access to a variety of materials, including fiction, nonfiction, 
large print and audio books; videos; classical music CDs; reference material; and a 
variety of periodicals. The library participates in the Inter-Library Loan program and can 
borrow items from other libraries. This year we will be introducing DVDs into the 
collection. The library has a copier for public use during business hours and from 
January Ist to April 15th IRS income tax forms are available. 


The card catalog has been updated to reflect all anew materials acquired since 1996. 
Upon filing new cards in the catalog, the librarian had discovered that cards for discarded 
books had not been pulled from the card catalog in a very long time. These cards will be ” 
taken out of the catalog during the course of this coming year. 


The library’s holdings are as follows:

There were 1,498 visits made to the library in 2002. The total circulation of library 
materials was 3,849 items:

*239 of these materials were from BRAVC and four were from NHSL. 


In addition, we borrowed 29 items from other libraries through ILL and loaned 82 
items to other libraries. 


The library acquired 522 items in 2001 of which 150 were donations. 358 items were 
added to the general collection, 115 items were added to the children’s collection, and 49 
items were added to the audio-visual collection. In addition to this, the library also 
renewed or began subscriptions to periodicals. 


I would like to thank Helen Ray, who volunteers at the library on Monday nights; and 
also Joy Chase and Sharon Sanborn, who fill in for me on occasion.

WEBSTER MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
Library Trustees Report 
2002 


The past year has been an eventful one for the Trustees and Librarian! Two of the major projects 
remaining on the long-term planning list were accomplished during the year. One of these two 
projects had been planned and budgeted for this year, the other had not and would probably have 
been planned for the year 2003. 


The project planned for this year was the replacement of the seventeen windows along the East, 
South and West sides of the library, budgeted in the amount of $5,250. These windows to be 
replaced were those windows that remained on the first floor of the library not to be included in the 
“releading” repairs as were made or being made to those windows on the front (common) side of the 
library. These seventeen windows were replaced as planned at a total cost of $5,000. The 
replacement windows are Harvey windows, bronze in color, with Low-E glass,m and equipped with 
screens and easy tilt-out for cleaning. The old windows removed were sold to a salvage firm for 
$175. The new windows enhance the library interior as well as the exterior and offer some 
protection against sun damage to our books. This entire project was funded from our contributions 
account. 


The second project, not planned for this year, was a major one. Our heating system was 
condemned this Fall as were the oil tanks supplying the oil to the furnace. This was unexpected and 
without warning! We were faced with the need to act quickly or face a freeze-up of our water 
system, which incidentally also supplies the Fire Station, as well as the loss of use of the Library! 
Cold weather was approaching and we had little time! We were fortunate to obtain the services of 
the Dorchester Plumbing and Heating even though their work commitments for the Fall season wee 
already made, who agreed to remove and replace the heating system and oil tanks and to make 
whatever additional repairs or replacement that might be required as the work progressed. The cold 
weather arriving earlier than expected and the installation of the heating system commencing much 
later than hoped for caused us serious concerns but Brad Hanley, owner of the Dorchester Plumbing 
and Heating, brought us through it without freeze-ups! The cost of this project was $8,800 of which 
$8,400 has been plaid and the remaining $400 will bel paid upon the completion of the project. This 
entire project was funded from our “contributions account funds”’. 


The Trustees of the library take this opportunity to publicly express our appreciation to Thelma 
(Gove) Jordan, a native of Wentworth, for the many years of contributions, and the amounts thereof, 
that she has provided us. These contributed funds as provided by her and her former employer have 
permitted the many major projects of repair and improvement to the library made during the past 
fifteen or so years, with costs to the taxpayers! Thank you, Thelma. 


We also thank the manly others who have contributed to the library in various ways thus adding 
to the success of our library which we believe to be one of the major assets of our community. We 
also thank our Librarian Nance Masterson who deserves our appreciation for her dedicated efforts to 
meet the requirements of the library in serving the community.

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MOUNT MOOSELAUKEE HEALTH CENTER 
2002 ANNUAL REPORT 


In July of 2002, MMHC took a large step towards improving the availability of 
comprehensive primary care in the Warren, Wentworth and Rumney area. Employed full 
time at the Center is David Nelson, DO, a family practice physician. Dr. Nelson is on 
Active Staff at the Cottage Hospital in Woodsville and is able to make referrals to Speare 
Memorial or Dartmouth Hitchcock to meet the patients’ request for hospitalization. 
Other providers at the Center include Jessica Thibodeau, ARNP, who provides adult and 
adolescent health care including prenatal and women’s health services. Dr. Charmaine 
Yap, who practices internal medicine and endocrinology. Stephen Noyes is the mental 
health clinician and drug addiction counselor. 


In addition to medical services, the Center continues to offer a variety of supplemental 
services for free or minimal cost, including WIC, Commodity Supplemental Food 
Program, family support services, lab services and special preventative clinics for 
hypertension, podiatry, and immunizations. 


__ The Center is fortunate to have a dedicated clinical and clerical support staff. The 
Center was able to offer three flu immunization clinics (2 for patients and 1 open to the 
community) in the fall of 2002, restart a monthly Community Blood Pressure Clinic 
which is held the third Tuesday (1-3 p.m.) of each month, participate in the Warren 
Village School Annual Health Fair and the Warren and Rumney Old Home Days 
celebration. 


Available to patients is the Indigent Drug Program (IDP). The goal of this program is 
to help eligible patients of ali ages to receive needed prescription medications from 
pharmaceutical companies. During the last quarter of 2002 the Center started to track 
usage of the program. In those three months 56 patients received 83 prescriptions which 
would have cost $21,543 but were free to the patient because of the Center’s 
involvement with this program. 


In 2002 the Center had 805 patients. Seventy-two percent of the patients at the Health 
Center were from Warren (39%), Wentworth (19%) and Rumney (13%)., Five percent of 
the Warren, Wentworth and Rumney patients took advantage of the sliding fee scale 
offered to families with limited income. This amounted to a savings of 1$24,342 for those 
families. Although we receive grants that enable us to do this, they only account for 34% 
of our revenue. We accept assignment on many insurances and also waiver the annual 
deductible for Medicare beneficiaries. Our operating budget for 2002 was $372,332 of 
which grants covered $127,200 (34%) in addition to support from the towns of Warren 
($4,500), Wentworth ($2,500) and Rumney ($1,250). The remaining revenue is from 
responsible patients paying their balances in a timely fashion insuring that the Center can 
continue to provide care to our communities. 


The Advisory Board consists of community members from the three supporting 
towns. They had a very successful fund raising drive this year and were able to supply 
the Center with a new 12 lead EKG machine. For the first time they will bel providing an 
annual scholarship worth $250 to any high school graduate who resides in either Warren, 
Wentworth or Rumney and are enrolled in an educational program in the medical field. If 
you have a family member or are aware of a community member that this scholarship 
would assist, please have them call me at the Center. 
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The MMHC Food Pantry is very thankful to the Warren/Wentworth Ambulance 
Service for the use of space in their building. Bill Hall and six dedicated volunteers are 
open for business Fridays 2 to 4 p.m. on the lower level. Eligible Warren and Wentworth 
families have an opportunity to supplement their food needs through the Pantry. During 
2002, a total of 1,303 individuals (Warren 810 and Wentworth 493) were provided 
assistance with their food needs. Many community organizations and individuals assisted 
in keeping the shelves filled with their very generous donations of money and canned or 
dried goods. Those donations are greatly appreciated. 


I hope you, the residents of Wentworth, find this report informative and will continue 
to support us.

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WARREN - WENTWORTH AMBULANCE SERVICE 
ANNUAL REPORT 2002 


And so another year to report on! Thankfully, a relatively quiet one for emergency 
services. Oh, we’ve had our share of calls but less than the previous few years. Right now, 
it is too soon to tell if this is the beginning of a trend or simply a temporary variant. 

The other noteworthy occurrence in the year 2002 was the implementation of the new 
Medicare Fee Schedule. This is the result of the Balanced Budget Act passed a few years 
ago and dramatically reduced the reimbursement to ambulance services, reducing the 
amount by more than a third. And as the Fee Schedule progresses, further reductions are 
expected. What does this mean? It means that all ambulance services, especially small, 
rural ones, will be hard pressed to make ends meet. At the same time, due to media 
portrayals, the public has come to expect advanced level of care - 24 hours/day, 7 
days/week. What the media fails to report is the cost of that advanced care. Let me give 
you a few examples: in 2002, we paid approximately $900.00 for oxygen, $500.00 to train 
and completely outfit 1 new member, $3,500.00 to replace a stretcher, $3,000.00 on 
routine equipment used to treat medical & trauma patients, $7,000.00 to provide ~ 
continuing education, re-license and upgrade members to the Intermediate level of care. 
At the same time, we waived more than $13,000.00 in unpaid transport claims. I hope that 
you get the picture. 

At the same time, we are seeing a decrease in volunteerism. Despite the laconic setting 
that we live in, life can be rather hectic. And, as ALL of the volunteer organizations 
know, people don’t have time to dedicate to service that requires hours of availability each 
week. Where will this lead us? I honestly wish that I knew. But I don’t. I do know that the 
members of the WWAS are as committed to providing emergency medical services as 
they ever have been. In fact, we are upgrading our scope of practice as we now actually 
have a member in Paramedic school. This takes a tremendous amount of dedication, 
financial commitment and family support. Another member is in nursing school, which 
eventually will also give us another advanced practitioner. I’m very proud of all of the 
WWAS members who upgraded their level of practice and I hope that the community will 
recognize and support us. I also know that we need more help. We especially need young 
people to join us. Are you interested? Please contact any member of the squad. 

So, what’s the upside? In a nutshell, it’s the people. The great people who make up the 
squad, the people who come up to us to thank us for being there to help them, the 
satisfaction that we feel when we know that we’ve helped. It’s the people that we meet 
from other emergency services who understand what it means to serve in this capacity. 
It’s the camaraderie & support that we get and give. As always, we thank the members of 
the Wentworth and Warren Police departments who help to keep us safe on the scene and 
the members of the Wentworth and Warren Fire Departments who help us lift, load and 
sometimes drive for us. They’re all great people who dedicate themselves to service to our 
towns. It’s knowing that we’re helping those who need it by providing space to the Food 
Pantry. It’s knowing that we’re providing education to the school children and CPR 
instruction to community members. 

Pll close with my usual: that I’m proud to be the leader of the Warren-Wentworth 
Ambulance Service and am proud of all that we’ve accomplished and of all that we hope 
to accomplish. Thank you.

There were several permit applications that we had to inspect. They dealt with 
wetlands, a seasonal brook, bank erosions and what would be best to implement the 
projects. 


We did testing of the Baker River for E Coli at four different places in town in June, 
July, August and September. All the tests came out safe and acceptable for swimming. 


We attended various workshops on conservation issues and annually attend the annual 
meeting of the Conservation Commission. 


We continued checking on the pilot project that was and is being done in Wentworth. 
They have all the rip rap done, the bent way weirs in. The weirs will help to deflect the , 
water away from the bankings, and be an excellent place for fish to live. All that is left to 
do on this project is the planting of shrubbery on the banks to help stop the erosion. 


Another place that we oversaw was a bank erosion problem that put riprap and J weirs 
in to deflect the water. The J weirs will also give a place for the fish to live. 


We continue to help on the Baker River Watershed Association plans for the 
Management Plan of the Baker River. The plan should be done in 2003. It should be a 
help to the four towns along the river, (Warren, Wentworth, Rumney and Plymouth), to 
give them an understanding of the river and give us a direction of what help we could 
offer the people with property on the river and the towns.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT FOR 2002 


The year 2002 continued to be a very busy year, with the reassessment of the town 
being a lengthy and time consuming task. Our Administrative Assistant has spent many 
hours assisting this process. As a result, every property in town, whether taxable or not, 
has an assessed value; this is required of all towns for accreditation in the near future. 

A new pump was installed in the Town Office soon after last year’s Annual Meeting 
and a shed for the lawn mower was erected adjacent to the Town Office, both well within 
the budgeted amount. 

Our road maintenance personnel have continued to provide excellent road 
maintenance. Beech Hill Road and Frescoln Road were major projects that proved to be 
very demanding on the town’s vehicles; the work on Frescoln Road was subcontracted to 
save time as well as the equipment. Stabilization of material on Beech Hill Road and 
some final sloping of a bank on Frescoln Road remain to be done. The grader was 
repaired and appears to be working reliably. A special thank you is extended to John 
King for his contribution of sand for winter road maintenance, thus helping to keep our 
road costs at a minimum. 

A Public Hearing was held on the final implementation of 911 and street numbers 
have been posted appropriately. A set of numbers has been supplied to all residences and 
additional numbers may be acquired as necessary. The selectmen compliment Chief 
Calderwood for his time and effort in the systematic implementation of this program. 
The Selectmen further congratulate Steve for having acquired necessary certification 
during the last year. 

The Town Dump closure issue was investigated during the past year and DES has 
issued a mandate for a closure process. The process is expected to take three years, with 
final costs and procedure to be determined by the finding from the first stage of data 
collection. The costs of the 2003 stages of work will not impact the tax rate, since the 
Selectmen, in cooperation with the Department of Revenue Administration, have agreed 
to use a portion of the fund balance surplus from the past three years to offset this 
expense. There is a potential 20 percent reimbursement from the state when complete. 
We have contacted and interviewed three prospective contractors for this project. 

DRA and necessity demanded that our existing tax map be updated. This is required 
to gain certification and to be able to tax all properties fairly. We have interviewed three 
possible contractors for this project, two of which seemed best suited for the job. The 
possibility that the task may not be finished by the end of the year makes it desirable that 
this be a non-lapsing article. The current state of the existing tax map cannot be properly 
conveyed; you have to see it to believe its deplorable condition. Again, the costs of this 
much needed update will not impact the tax rate, since the Selectmen, in cooperation 
with the Department of Revenue Administration, have agreed to use a portion of the fund 
balance surplus from the past three years to offset this expense. 

The Town Clerk/Tax Collector position will be elected, according to town vote last 
year, for a three-year term. The position will demand that the Office be open a minimum 
of twenty hours a week. Numerous additional hours will be needed to do administrative 
tasks associated with the position. 

Lastly, we wish to give special thanks to Roy Ames for his time and contribution to 
the town over the past years. His commitment to serving Wentworth deserves 
recognition. 
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2002 PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The past year has been one of transition for your planning board. Chairman Richard 
Gowen resigned from the board in July. The community thanks him for his many years 
of service. At the time of his resignation there remained only two elected members. The 
remaining four members were appointed by the board to serve until the March town 
meeting. There will be five positions for candidates on the 2003 ballot, two for one year, 
one for two years, and two for three years. At this writing there is only one candidate that 
has filed for one of the three-year positions. If the planning board is to continue it will 
need the support of interested members of the community. 


Since July, there have been three lot line adjustments, two minor subdivisions on East 
Side Road (one still pending) and one major subdivision on Cheever Road (still 
pending). It would appear likely that there will be strong development pressure on the 
towns in the Baker River Valley. 


The 2002 appropriation for the planning board was $900. Total expenditures were 
$962.71. The 2002 income generated by fees totaled $610.50. 


The current planning board has recommended an appropriation of $3055 for 2003. This 
includes $1000 for administration, $55 for a current copy of the land use regulation laws 
and $2000 to begin the process of updating the town’s master plan and the subdivision 
regulation. There has been no update to the master plan since it was adopted in March of 
1986. There has, likewise, been no major revision to the subdivision regulation since it 
was adopted in March of 1986.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 2002 
ANNUAL REPORT 


It has been another busy year at North Country Council. We continued to complete a 
number of local and regional projects for all of our 51 communities throughout the region. 
Summaries of some of the major projects are as follows: 


TRANSPORTATION 

¢ Completed the regional bike path map with the NHDOT and member communities. 

¢ Completed the Route 2 Corridor Study and continue to participate in the Route 2 
working group. 

¢ Completed a Corridor Study for the I-93/NH 18/US 302 Corridor including the Towns of 
Franconia, Bethlehem, Sugar Hill, Littleton, Lisbon, Bath and Haverhill. 

¢ Provided technical transportation assistance to the majority of the communities in our 
region. 

¢ Coordinated the North Country Transportation Committee. Conducted 138 traffic counts 
in 38 communities. 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 

e Submitted two EDA economic development applications. (The MWVEC technology 
village and the Dartmouth Incubator). 

¢ Coordinated the North Country District Economic Development Committee. 

¢ Updated the Comprehensive Economic Development Strategy (CEDS) for the region. 

e Finished Phase I of the Industrial Park Marketing Program. 
COMMUNITY/REGIONAL PLANNING 

¢ Provided technical assistance to 28 towns throughout the region. 

e Participated in the update of 12 master plans and zoning ordinances for member 
communities. 

¢ Coordinated the Law Lecture Series for the Office of State Planning. 
ENVIRONMENTAL PLANNING 

¢ Provided technical assistance to over 38 communities in the area of solid waste and 
hazardous waste management. 

¢ Coordinated the Household Hazardous Waste collections for 32 communities. 

¢ Conducted solid waste and transfer station evaluations for three community transfer 
stations. 

¢ Began a pilot fluorescent light collection program. 

¢ Managed a source water protection program for the Department of Environmental 
Services, which developed methods to help in the prevention of surface intake contamination. 

e Provided technical assistance in the National Flood Insurance Program throughout the 
region. 


Many of these programs will continue into the year 2003. We continue to enhance our 
staff capacity and will be looking to provide additional technical assistance and planning 
support to all our communities. We presently have nine staff people focusing on providing 
technical assistance in Transportation, Community Planning, Economic Development and 
Environmental Planning. Major programs for the year 2003 will be completion of our five 
year update of the Comprehensive Economic Development Strategy (CEDS), the 
development of a Region Plan (transportation, natural resources, economic development, 
community planning) and the continued assistance of solid waste management with an 
emphasis on conducting town evaluations on their solid waste management practices. 

Our overall goal, however, remains the same: to provide support and leadership to the 
region, its governments, businesses and citizens.

2002 ANNUAL REPORT 


2002 was an exciting and busy year for the District. First, the District added seven new 
communities. They were the towns of Easton, Franconia, Landaff, Lisbon, Littleton, Lyman 
and Sugar Hill, giving the District a total of twenty members. The District also expanded its 
household hazardous waste (HHW) program, continued to collect oil based paint and 
fluorescent light bulbs, while holding its first ever electronics recycling collection program. 


The District continued its support of proper household hazardous waste management by 
coordinating five (5) one-day collection events. In the spring, the District held one collection 
in Plymouth and in the fall, held collections in Littleton, Plymouth, Rumney, and 
Campton/Thornton. Through these collections the District was able to recycle or properly 
dispose of over 7,000 gallons of material. Over 500 households participated in this 
program.The District also recycled over 20,000 feet of fluorescent light bulbs that were 
collected at individual transfer stations throughout the year. The District received $8,206.45 
in grant funds from the State of NH’s Household Hazardous Waste Program to at offset 
some of the program’s costs. 


2002 also saw the District coordinate and sponsor its first ever electronics recycling 
program, with emphasis being placed on the collection of televisions and computer monitors. 
These two items contain a cathode ray tube (CRT), which is commonly referred to as the 
“picture tube”. CRT’s become waste management issues because they contain lead. A typical 
27” TV contains 8 pounds of lead. If CRT’s are disposed of in landfills and incinerators, it 
increases the likelihood of contaminating groundwater, surface water and air resources. 


Realizing the need to offer its citizens a means to recycle televisions, computer monitors 
and other electronics, the District held two one-day electronics recycling collections in July, 
one in Littleton and the other in Plymouth. Residents were asked to pay a fee for each 
electronics item they brought for recycling. The total amount collected for the two days was 
over 15,000 pounds. It was a very successful program when compared to the results of similar 
programs held this past year in New Hampshire and Vermont. 


In 2003, the District plans to hold HHW collections in the spring (Littleton and 
Campton/Thornton) and in the fall (Plymouth). It will continue to coordinate the year-round 
collection of oil-base paint and fluorescent light bulbs and plans to hold electronics recycling 
collections again as well. The District takes veery seriously the need to decrease the toxicity 
of our solid waste stream. Through these programs we feel we are serving t he needs of our 
citizens while at the same time doing so in a cost effective manner. The District will continue 
to promote its cooperative approach to solid waste and recycling as weli. Without a doubt, 
District communities can minimize the costs of these programs when they work together. 


Citizens interested in participating in the development of the District’s programs are 
welcome to attend the District meetings. Information regarding the place and time of the 
meetings is available at all municipal offices.

Tri-County Community Action Program is a private, non-profit agency, which is 
requesting, at your 2003 Town Meeting, $1,550 in funding from the Town of Wentworth 
to help support its Community Contact Division. 


The following is a report of services provided in fiscal year 2001-2002. 


In total, 56 citizens of Wentworth received services. There were 41 service units for 
energy related programs, including 37 households for Fuel Assistance, 32 of which were 
approved, 10 of which were elderly or disabled. Individuals receiving Fuel Assistance in 
Wentworth totaled 93. Weatherization for 3 households totaled $6,990. Food pantry 
recipients totaled 57. There were 9 health referrals, 10 on housing, 21 on income/budget, 
and 5 on legal and educational referrals. 


TRI-COUNTY COMMUNITY ACTION HAS SPENT $17,529.40 ON 
WENTWORTH CITIZENS BETWEEN JULY 1, 2001 AND JUNE 30, 2002. 


Community Contact provides these and other necessary services for the less fortunate 
citizens in your town and surrounding vicinities. We are depending upon funding from 
your town and others county-wide. The local funds are combined with the Community 
Services Block Grant, Fuel Assistance and NH Emergency Shelter Grant, Homeless 
Programs and FEMA. We also are the conduit through which the USDA Surplus Food 
gets distributed to the emergency food pantries throughout Grafton County. 


We sincerely appreciate the Town of Wentworth’s past support and look forward to 
continuing our partnership to provide essential services to your residents.

2002 REPORT 


This year the Fire Department saw an increase in the number of calls to 42. There 
were six structure fires with all but one being mutual aid to other towns. There were 10 
motor vehicle accidents, which was a small decrease from last year. We had a larger 
number of calls for forest fires and/or outside fires. These fires are unbudgeted and will 
show an overdraft in our budget. Most of the money expended for these fires is returned 
to the town and put into general fund, not to the fire departments budget where the 
expenditures come out of. 


We finally saw the completion of the enhanced 911 system, with the house 
numbering. 


There are still houses which don’t have their number. These are free, so please get 
yours. If you need a number please contact the Police Department. This process is 
ongoing and will be continually updated with each sale of property or building of a new 
home. 


We are always trying to update equipment/replace when needed. This year we 
replaced another 400’ of 2 1/2 hose that was outdated or didn’t pass testing. We saw an 
increase in personnel this year. These are grateful additions to the department. With the 
larger number of calls and such a wide variety of calls, all hands are appreciated. This 
help doesn’t come without a price, however. It cost almost $2,000 per member for 
clothing and pager with additional cost for training and certification.

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division 
of Forests and Lands cooperate and coordinate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to 
find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are mandatory 
for all outside burning unless the ground where the burning is to be done (and surrounding 
areas) is completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and 
the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines 
up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail, plus suppression cost. 


A new law effective January 1, 2003, prohibits residential trash burning (RSA 125-N).

ANNUAL REPORT 2002 


The 911 Emergency Communications System has been in development since 1996. In 
May 2002 this system was fully adopted and placed into effect. Components of the 
system included naming all streets and roads in the town, installing street signs, 
numbering all residences and finally issuing new address assignments to all residents. All 
homes are now located on 911 maps which can be accessed by local or state personnel in 
an emergency situation. All phone calls going to the emergency communications center 
now show the address and the name of the residence upon dialing 911, making a 
response possible if the caller is unable to give the address. In addition, all residents now 
have a Wentworth mailing address instead of other towns that were used in the past. 


One of the fastest growing problems in town is animal complaints. Each year the 
number of issues involving animals has risen significantly. In 1996 the Town of 
Wentworth adopted RSA 466:30-a pertaining to animal control and dogs running at 
large. This means that the town does have, in layman’s terms, a “leash law.” Wandering 
animals will be seized and possibly sent to the Humane Society. This will result in a 
great expense to the owner. Please be a good neighbor and keep your animals on your 
property. Another increasing issue is the use of Off Road Recreational Vehicles 
(OHRV’s). Complaints range from these vehicles riding on town roads and on private 
property. There are no roads in the Town of Wentworth that are open to OHRV’s. Roads 
cannot be ridden on from any residence to a trail no matter how far the distance may be. 
Roads may only be crossed if they are from trail to trail. Saunders Hill Road has a short 
distance that snowmobiles can ride on connecting trailheads. Dirt bikes and 4-wheelers 
do not have the same privilege. If you have any questions or concerns on this issue 
please feel free to contact me. 


August was the beginning of the New Hampshire Police Standards and Training 
Council’s 129th Police Academy. I attended this academy to complete the full-time 
certification training needed for my position. The atmosphere at the academy combined 
physical training comparable to military boot camp and college-level academic studies, 
in an intensive 12-week training process. It was very gratifying to see graduation day on 
November 15, 2002 and to graduate in the top 10 of the class. I would like to thank the 
Town of Wentworth for their support and understanding throughout this long 
certification process.

Principal’s Report 2002 


Enrollment at the Wentworth Elementary School during the 2002-2003 school year is 88. 
Grade distribution of students is as follows: 


Grade 1 —9 Grade 3 — 12 Grade 5 — 10 Grade 7 - 11 
Grade 2 - 5 Grade 4 — 12 Grade 6 — 14 Grade 8 — 15 


Grade | is taught by Mrs. Phoebe Sanborn, who is in her first year at WES. Grades 2 
and 3 are taught by Miss Beth Zelenak, who is in her eighth year with us. Grades 4 and 
5 are taught by Mrs. Denise Santos, who is in her first year at WES. Grade 6 is taught by 
Mrs. Kristine Roberge, who is in her fifth year at Wentworth. Language Arts and Social 
Studies are once again being taught by Mr. Dan Kenney, who is in his ninth year at 
WES. Miss Erin DeCotis is in her first year at WES, and is teaching Math and Science 
to students in grades 7 and 8. Principal Don Weisburger, in his tenth year at Wentworth, 
is also the Physical Education Instructor for grades 1-8. 


We are very fortunate to have Mrs. Teresa Merrifield teaching Art Education to our 
students. She is in her third year with us at WES. Our students’ artwork is fashionably 
displayed throughout the school. 


Our Music Education program is taught by Mrs. Chandra Hazelton. She has excited 
students, and has created a dynamic music program. Students are playing percussion, 
flute, clarinet, saxophone and trumpet in our instrumental program. 


Mrs. Tanya O’Brien is our Special Education teacher. She addresses the needs of 
students through Individual Education Plans (IEPs). Mrs. O’Brien works collaboratively 
with the classroom teachers and Special Education Aides to provide an appropriate 
education plan for students. This is Mrs. O’Brien’s first year teaching at WES. 


Mrs. Karen Fryer coordinates our Reading Recovery and Title I Programs at WES. 
Reading Recovery is a reading and writing program for students in grade 1. It is an early 
intervention program that effectively addresses students needs. Title I is a reading and 
writing program for students who need additional help in grades 2-4. Half of the funding 
for this position comes from the federal government and half comes from the school 
district. | 


Mrs. Janet Hill is our school guidance counselor. She is in her first year at WES, and 
works with our students providing academic and personal support. 


We are once again very fortunate to have a superb support staff. Mrs. Maria Young is 
our outstanding school secretary. Mrs. Young is in her sixth year at WES. Mrs. Linda 
Farnsworth does an exceptional job as a classroom assistant in our grade 2-3 classroom. 
Mrs. Farnsworth is in her sixth year at Wentworth. Mrs. Heather Clark, Mrs. Mary Fox, 
Mrs. Erin Druckenmiller, and Mrs. Deanna Toomey are our fine Special Education 
Aides. Mrs. Kathy Evans and Mrs. Charlene Weeks oversee our school breakfast and 
lunch programs. Mrs. Evans is in her tenth year at Wentworth, while Mrs. Weeks has 
been with us for five years. Lastly we are extremely fortunate to have someone with the 
talents of Mr. Richard Young as our school custodian. Mr. Young has served for our 
school for seven years. 
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Our PTO is made up of a group of very dedicated parents, who meet monthly to 
coordinate activities for our school. They help sponsor the Winter Activity Program, 
teacher wish lists, and assemblies and performances for our school. They consistently 
make a difference in the lives and education of our children. 


Teachers for grades 2-8 continue to utilize student exhibitions as a form of assessment. 
This is done across the curriculum. All projects include an oral presentation of 
knowledge, a written paper, and a visual presentation of information related to the topic. 
Examples are: International Night, Science Fairs, and Destination Imagination. 


Our Theater program continues to thrive at WES. Mr. Kenney continues to bring 
together a cross section of our school population each spring to put on a wonderful 
weekend of performances. Our productions would not be possible without the help of 
many parents, who provide costume making and scenery design for our shows. 


Wentworth Elementary School prospers because of all the hard work and effort our 
community puts into it. We continually have a large group of volunteers who give their 
time to help make our school a better place.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
2002-2003 


I would like to take this opportunity to review some initiatives we have undertaken as 
well as some issues that could impact each of our districts over the next several years. 
This summer SAU #48 received a grant to participate in a Gates Foundation program 
which involves the use of technology by administrators to improve the school system. 
The area of need chosen by the principals is 8th grade transition to the 9th grade at the 
high school. Both elementary and high school administrators have a strong desire to 
improve the success of freshmen at the high school. In order to do this it will necessitate 
more sophisticated orientation activities for entry students as well as greater coordination 
between middle and high school teachers. This coordination needs to occur in the areas 
of homework, discipline and curriculum. The high school has already changed the type 
of open house/orientation for parents of 8th grade students that occurred during January. 
It was more informative and very well received by our parents. Other areas that are 
being reviewed are heterogeneous English classes which will allow all students to 
succeed and provide for honors credits for highly motivated and capable students. Even 
though the block schedule has been a success, we are reviewing it in order to make it 
even more user friendly for students. Additionally there has been discussion for the need 
for freshmen groupings of students which would allow four or five teachers to have the 
same group of students. This would assist in communication, advising, coordination and 
instruction. The high school administration has done an excellent job of identifying the 
characteristics of students who struggle upon entering grade 9. From this data analysis 
we will be able to focus more specifically on the needs of those students. 


Technology, as it is in business and industry, is a growing and important facet of our 
schools. The high school will be adding a non-teaching position to assist with program 
training for teachers, network maintenance, technology upgrading and general 
troubleshooting. This should assist our elementary schools greatly as the SAU 
technology director will be able to focus more time on our elementary schools. As 
technology becomes more integrated into classroom instruction, the need for upgrading 
and maintenance will continue. It is increasingly apparent that the basic skills for 
success in today’s world will move from the 3 R’s to the 3 R’s and T, Reading, Writing, 
Arithmetic and Technology. 


It is important to note that one of the issues facing all of our schools is increasing federal 
mandates. Our special education children need to receive a quality education, but our 
federal government has mandated very stringent and expensive demands on our schools. 
In 1973 when the present law was passed, it appeared that the federal government would 
try to fund a large portion of the related expenses (this is written into the law). However, 
Congress has never appropriated the necessary funds and our entire SAU receives 8% of 
the cost from the federal government for educating a special education child. This is 
entirely inadequate. We are now approaching another series of mandates from the 
federal government called the Elementary and Secondary Education Act/No Child Left 


Behind. This law requires rigorous testing, greater qualification requirements for — 


teachers, individual student tutoring and even infers a loss of local control by having the 
Department of Education assume control of our schools. Only 6% of our revenues are 
federal money. Such a small financial contribution for such unprecedented control of 
our schools is unjustifiable. It is estimated the cost of this is approximately $577.00 per 
student. Increased federal revenues will result in approximately $77.00 which would 
leave a cost of approximately $500.00 per student. The impact on our schools will be as 
follows:

Plymouth Regional High School — an additional taxpayer cost of $438,000.00 
Plymouth Elementary School — additional taxpayer cost of $240,500.00 
Campton Elementary School — additional taxpayer cost of $160,000.00 
Holderness Central School — additional taxpayer cost of $118,000.00 
Thornton Central School — additional taxpayer cost of $96,500.00 

Russell Elementary School — additional taxpayer cost of $78,500.00 
Wentworth Elementary School — additional taxpayer cost of $45,500.00 
Waterville Valley Elementary School — additional taxpayer cost of $16,500.00 


This is clearly an unfunded mandate. Our legislature in its wisdom has provided a law 
which prevents Concord for requiring mandates it does not pay for. It seems that a 
similar law is necessary for Congress. Our State legislators are trying to find a way to 
deal with this through legislation and some of our warrants will contain language which, 
although advisory, allows our citizens to express their concern about unfunded federal 
mandates. 


Another issue many of our districts face is the loss of state revenues. The adequacy 
funding in a number of our districts is down significantly. There are two issues related to 
this. One, if the state is going to provide funds to support its share of public education, it 
needs to find an appropriate revenue resource. Also whatever adequacy funding 
eventually emerges it needs to be consistent from year to year. It is very difficult for our 
local school boards and taxpayers to see increases and decreases year to year well over 
$200,000. This has significant impact on the tax rate which has resulted in several of our 
boards struggling with their budgets. 


Overall the students in SAU #48 are doing well in school and are happy and safe. There 
is increasing coordination between our elementary schools and high school, more of our 
students than ever before are going on to four-year and two-year colleges, our drop out 
rate is amongst the lowest in the state and our students do very well on nationally 
standardized tests which generally reflect how well our students will do on the SAT’s 
and is generally an accurate predictor of their success after high school. Our parents and 
community members are extremely supportive of public education and this knowledge 
spurs our teachers and administrators to strive to fulfill that trust. We are very fortunate 
to have school boards and communities that value quality education for our young 
people.

PLANNING BOARD 


Planning Meeting - 1st Monday of each month (exception Federal Holidays 2nd 
Monday) at 7:00 p.m. Town Office Building. 


Subdivisions and driveway installations require prior approval by the Planning 
Board. Applications are available at the Town Office Building during normal business 
hours and during Selectmen’s meetings. 


All septic installations require the septic designer to be licensed by the State of 
New Hampshire. Design plans should be submitted to the Wentworth Board of 
Selectmen for approval. Board approved plans should then be submitted to the State of 
New Hampshire, Department of Environmental Services, Concord, NH for their stamp of 
approval and certification of installation. 


DOG OWNERS shall register all dogs over three months of age by April 30. 
¢ Rabies certificates required for registration. 
¢ Penalty for not obtaining a dog license is a fine of $25.00 (RSA: 466: 13). 
¢ Owners are liable for dogs running at large. 
¢ Fees: $7.50 if altered - $9.00 not altered. 


VEHICLE OWNERS must register their vehicles with Town Clerk. 
¢ To re-register, owners should bring in their old registrations. 
¢ Proof of residency is required for new registrations. 
¢ Renewals, stickers, transfers and plates now available. 


THOSE OPERATING IN OR NEAR WETLAND OR WATERWAYS, 
shall file a Dredge and Fill-application with the Town Clerk before beginning work. 
Under RSA: 483-A fines can be assessed for non-compliance. 


PROPERTY OWNERS seeking tax abatement shall apply to the Selectmen’s 


Office in writing by March 1, following the mailing of the final tax bill. Abatement 
forms are available at the Selectmen’s Office.
